was awarded a prize by the New York 
State Medical association. Here are some 
extracts from Dr. Van Rensselaer's article: 


Were people killed outright by foul air. 


its dangers would be carefully guarded 
against, bu; its effects are slow and insidi- 
ous, and o'ten ascribed to other .causes. 
'•We are careless or its results because, us 
its effect at;any one time ts slight, we grow 
accustomed, <to it and disregard its risks, 
and after b^ing in its presence H fe^v min- 
utes our se)aes tjecome dulled and do not 
warn ua of the danger.

But whila the immediate efTect^ seem 


trifling, yet it is true that any prolonged 
vitiation of this source of supply interferes 
with the proper working of oqrorgHniza- 
tions and depresses our vital functions. 
Statisticians have shown that of the causes 
of mortnlitj the most imjwrtHUt nnd far 
thest reach!og is impure air. 
i, We teep aur windows closed R great part 
of the year—during the winter to kt'ep ou*- 
tbe cold nod in ttie heated tern, in 
sum- 


mer to exclude the heat—so thujt the circu- 
lation und renewal of air io our houses are 
nt these tin es slight. The incoming air 
introduced lor ventilation may be vitiated 
or not, according to our surroundings; but 
once in, it may become contaminated in 
several ways, and unless we take special 
pains to remove this foul air itjrapidly ac- 
cumulates, becomes offensive and in a men- 
ace to healtfe. 
'. 


The primary condition for vei.tUn.tioa is 


that the incoming air Khali be pure; it 
must be pure external atmoHpherv. Air 
that is drawn from uniall, closed courts, or 
from between back to back buildings, or 
that has blpwn over refuse ot~ that rines . 
from 
a 
ce lar is unfit for continuous 


breathing. The win rarely br never visits 
these spots and the wind get* no uhauce to 
sweep through them. Rspecially bad is 
the eel lar aur, aa eel lars are apt to lie damp, 
ruoldj" and dark, and are frequently pol- 
luted by decaying vegetables and tbe ash 
heap, and currents of air are eonwUintly 
paKsing through theipi from theisoil below. 
BO that sewei air froln defectivedrninagein 
the neighborhood may easily tenter and be 
uucked throiugh the hou^t-. This danger 
iu |uirticulnrly great if the houne is heated 
by a furnace whose wooden air box passes 
through the cellar, 


In providing inlets a minilxT of things 


have to be tkken into consideration. The 
inlets must be so placeil that the air can- 
not blow directly on jtbe octnpantH of the 
room, and they must Ire of such Mxe that

If it can be!avoided air should net enter 


through openings at the level of tbe floor, 
asdust readi y falls intathe openings and 
fouls the ait. ami if the incoming nir U 
cooler than the temperature of tlie room it 
chills the feel. The place of admittance of 
cool air should be al>ove the heads of the 
occupants, and mennn 'Hhoultl IM? taken to 
diminish the current if too rapid, and the 
(low should be directed upward, an there, 
meeting the warmerlair of (lie ceiliug.it 
mingles witli itt| becomes warmer and 
gradually spreads through the room. The 
external ope lings of the inlets should 
give on a place where the air is unconfam- 
inated. They should IK- short and so ar- 
ranged that they admit of reaily cleansing. 
They should he numerous and small, rather 
than large and single, as they are thus less 
liable to cause drnfln. 


When the conditions are such that the 


window eann.'Jt l»e freely opened, it can l>e 
arranged in due uf several ways to provide 
.sufficient fretih air. llinckes-Hinrs meth- 
od consists o' placing a movable block of 
wood under ,he entire length of the lower 
window Hash, thus raising the top of the 
lower sash ulxm- the bottom of the upper. 
Hy this procedure coi^iderable space be- 
tween the two window frames is left, 
through which the incoming air freely 
passes, and 'l«ing impelled in an up'.-'anl 
direction it cj.nses no dnift. 


In Tobin's tul>e the uir from outside en-

These 
unpleasant features CUD to a great extent 
be avoided by having it temporary Shering- 
ham valve, construct.*! of wood and cau- 
vaH and inserted ubove the upper sash uf 
the window, tvhlch is lowered for the pur 
pose. 


The .Shering))am valve consists of an 


opening lliroi gh the wall for the air to 
pass, the entrance (Vina usually guarded 
by a strainer of some sort to keep out dust. 
On the iiisid* is. a vatved icuft plate with 
closed Rides ami hu.ged at the tiottoin. An 
attachment il arranged to more or less 
completelychunge it. The entrance should 
be tt little smaller than the exit, that the 
velocity of the curnint into the room may 
l>e diminishex'. It is usually placed near 
the ceiling. 


Ventilating lire.places are marked im- 


provements tin the 
ordinary fireplaces. 


They have all tbe advantages of the latter, 
and in addition they prevent drafts of cold 
uir by Ben-Hnif into the room, air that is 
tMtrtially warned. Kresh air is admitted 
to the back of the grate into a chantlier 
which is warmed by a large heating Bur- 
face, and, being carried up by a flue, dis- 
charges into the upper part of the room. 
There are a nuftiber of different kinds of 
good Ventilati ufc fl replaces and ventilating 
titoves made. The meriu claimed for these

Col. A. L. Ellis of Anslin, Texas, a few 
years since had 20flO acres of cotton, while 
as', a snowbank with its fibrous burden, 
ploughed under, unable to hire labor to 
save cotton which if in the bale would 
have brought $50,000.
